naturalized as n result of having to go io the federal court in Boston To 
procure their papers. The applicant is obliged to mnkc two trips to Boston 


1 -and to take two or rnoie witnesses with him before he can secure his final 


papers. This will cost at tho very least $10, while if the wages of the 
applicant and his witnesses be included flic amount will be still more. 
It 


may be that he will require the services of a lawyer, which will add to the 
cost, (bus making the matter of naturalization an expensive affair, whereas 
Euch should not be the case. 
1 


The present difficulties placed in the way of naturalization have pre- 


\enled a great many Lowell residents fiom availing themselves of the 
opportunity of becoming citizens. 
Men who arc working for small wages 


nnd have families to support can haidly be blamed if (hoy hesitate to spend 
$10 or more for securing naturalization papers. With them the matter of 
subsistence is the main question, and this icquiromenl of two trips to 
Boston entails more expense (linn they can afford for a matter that, h 
ever desirable, can be postponed in the hopo of better limes. 


We have spoken of this mailer on former occasions, and pointed out 


the injustice of such an airangemenl for a city the size of Lowell. Whether 
it is intentional or no! on the part of the government the cft'ect of tbe 
prese.iit arrangement is, to prohibit the naturalization 
of 
hundreds

desirable immigrants vvho wish io become citizens of this country.

ful suffering. 


There is good reason for driving the phosphorus matches out of the 


country and replacing them by some other kind less dangerous 
A great 


many cases of poisoning among children result through their eating the 
heads of phosphorus matches, supposing the stuff to be candy. 
Some 


people have used these matches ns a means of committing suicide, but 
there are so many modes of shuffling off the mortal coil that it would be 
foolish to oppose the use of phosphorus matches on this account 
Those 


who are bent upon self-destruction will never be at a loss for a means 
of currying out. their design. 


The method provided for in the bill is not a proper waj to dine out 


the phosphorus match. It would be much better to provide for free trade 
in matches so that matches of safer qualities would be put upon the market, 
and (hus after a while become generally used.

Regulations 
for 


Lenten 
Season . 


The following are the regulations for 


the coming season of Lent:— 


1. AIJ the days of Lent, except Sun- 


days, are fast days of obligation. 


2. Those only are bound 
to 
fast, 


however, who 'are 
over 
twenty-one 


years old and not of advanced age, no 
one in any case being bound 
to fast 


who is sixty years old. The following 
persons are also.exempt from fasting: 
—the sick and 
convalescent; women 


during pregnancy and 
while nursing 


Infants; those to whom fasting would 
cause grave Injury, to health or pro- 
duce such illness 
or 
exhaustion as 


would interfere with their daily duties; 
and those whose occupations are of a 
very laborious and exhausting nature. 
Those - who doubt whether they aru 
excused or not 
should • consult their 


confessor. 


3. On fast days those under the law 


are allowed but one full meal and 
a 


light supper. 


4.. Those .whose habit it Is to 
take 


their dinner in the evening are allowed 
a slight refection In the middle of the 
day. In all cases the breakfast should 
not Be:a meal, but should consist sirn- 
;ply of a. cup of coffee, 
chocolate or 


sorho other such drink, with a small j 
modicum of bread. 


5. Though the fast Jays of Lent are 


also days of abstinence, by virtue of 
apostolic Indult even 
those who are 


obliged to fast may

once a day on "Mondays, Tuesdays, 
Thursdays and Saturdays, except 
the 


second and last Saturdays; those not 
obliged to fast may eat meat

than onco on these days, but by spe-
